The depart­ 
ment was summoned at 1:20 and In a 
very short time had their lines of 
hose playing upon the fire. They had 
great difficulty in gaining access to 
the building, there being no means of 
entering 
the 
cellar except through 


the store room. 
When the 
fire was under control 
sufficiently to permit the firemen to 
see into the basement they found that 
a ilame of gas was shooting up near 
the front end of the room for a dis­ 
tance of almost five feet, and 
until 
this was shut off very little could be 
accomplished toward extinguishing the 
flames. 
The department from Station No. 2, 
East End, arrived at about 3 o’clock, 
and Captain Terrence and his men did 
excellent service. 
Chief Morley and 
the local fire department demonstra 
ted the fact at last night’s conflagra­ 
tion that we have an equipment in 
the hands of efficient firemen which 
goes to make up one of the best fire 
companies in the country for its size. 
There was not a laddie at work that 
was not drenched to the skin, and the 
extreme cold caused their clothing to 
freeze stiff. Fireman Ed Hatton, with 
his long-tail coat, very much resem­ 
bled a fantail turkey. 
The origin of the fire Is a mystery. 
as everything was in excellent shape 
at 10:45. 
Mr. Solomon and several 
others left the place at that time, and 
state that there was no sign of fire at 
that time. 
Mr. Solomon’s stock is a complete 
loss. the walls being as bare of shelv­ 
ing or cases as they were the day they 
were erected.

Portsmouth end. while gunboats and 
steamers with official spectators form­ 
ed the 
remainder of the southern 
line. 
The foreign ships attracted most of 
the attention of the English specta­ 
tors.

A very disastrous fire occurred in 
Itlie Opera House

At about 1:15 a clerk employed at 
[the Will heed pharmacy, who sleeps 
J there, was awakened by the smoke, 
and immediately telephoned the fire 
department. The information first re­ 
ceived at Station No. I was to the ef­ 
fect that something was wrong. Two 
members of the department respond­ 
ed, and the discovery was made that 
the fire, which it proved to be, was 
burning fiercely in the basement of 
the Busy Bee Hive, a dry goods store 
conducted by A. Solomon. The depart­ 
ment was summoned at 1:20 and in a 
very short time had their lines of 
hose playing upon the fire. They had 
great difficulty in gaining access to 
the building, there being no means of 
entering 
the 
cellar except through 
the store room. 
When the 
fire was under control 
sufficiently to permit the firemen to 
see into the basement they found that 
a ilame of gas was shooting up near 
the front end of the room for a dis­ 
tance of almost five feet, and 
until 
this was shut off very little could be 
accomplished toward extinguishing the 
flames. 
The department from Station No. 2. 
East End, arrived at about 3 o’clock, 
and Captain Terrence and his men did 
excellent service. 
Chief Morley and 
the local fire department demonstra 
ted the fact at last night’s conflagra­ 
tion that we have an equipment in 
the hands of efficient firemen which 
goes to make up one of the best fire 
companies in the country for its size. 
There was not a laddie at work that 
was not drenched to the skin, and the 
extreme cold caused their clothing to 
freeze stiff. Fireman Ed Hatton, with 
his long-tail coat, very much resem­ 
bled a fantail turkey. 
The origin of the fire is a mystery, 
as everything was in excellent shape 
at 10:45. 
Mr. Solomon and several 
others left the place at that time, and 
state that there was no sign of fire at 
that time. 
Mr. Solomon’s stock is a complete 
loss, the walls being as bare of shelv­ 
ing or eases as they were the day they 
were erected. The floor gave way with 
the weight from above, and everything 
now lays in a mass on the basement 
floor. 
The loss to tho stock at

Bee Hive will be between $15,000 and 
IIH,OOO, upon which Mr. Solomon car­ 
ried about $11,000 Insurance. 
The good work of the department,

Our sons in theological sem ­ 
inaries do not rise from their studies 
of the Bible, and the popular commen­ 
taries on the passages of Scripture 
concerning woman’s creation and posi­ 
tion in tho 
scale of being, with 
an 
added respect for the mothers who 
w ent to the very gates of death to 
give them life and immortality.

Victoria, B. C., Feb. IO.—W hat Is 
feared will prove to be one of the 
most horrible mine accidents in the 
history not only of the province, but 
of the dominion, took place at the 
Union mines, owned by the Welling 
Colliery 
company, of which 
James 
Dunsmuir, the premier of the prov­ 
ince, is the 
principal 
shareholder. 
Telegraphic advices gave no complete 
story of the accident, but newspaper 
correspondents were hurrying to the 
scene. 
As near as can be gathered 
the explosion took place at about ll 
o’clock 
Friday 
forenoon In No. 6 
shaft. 
This particular shaft is situ­ 
ated In the 
village of Cumberland. 
There were OO men In It when the 
explosion took place and not one of 
them escaped. 
Tho explosion ignited 
the mine, wrecking the shaft from 
midway down to the bottom and fill­ 
ing it with a solid mass of rocks, 
earth and timbers. 
The first explo­ 
sion was followed by several more, 
while a dense volume of smoke pour­ 
ing from the vent 
holes indicated 
that fire as well as gas was doing 
destructive work below. 
As soon as possible after the acci­ 
dent the men of the morning shift in 
'No. 5 shaft organized a rescue party. 
No. 5 is situated about a mile from 
No. 6, but the two workings are con­ 
nected by a tunnel, and through this 
channel nu attem pt was made to help 
the 
unfortunate 
fellows 
in 
the 
wrecked shaft- 
They had not cut their way many 
yards through the debris when they 
encountered fire, which rendered the 
place untenable and obliged the party 
to desist 
The message came back by tele­ 
phone to the surface conveying the 
heartbreaking news to the relatives 
of the Imprisoned men, whose urging 
was not necessary to Induce the re­ 
lief party to return to their appar­ 
ently hopeless task. 
Overcome at 
last by gas and smoke they reluct­ 
antly withdrew from No. 5 and com­ 
menced work on a long cut from No. 
4. the only other means of reaching 
the men.
